Applicant respectfully petitions to revive the above-captioned application in accordance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a). For the reasons set forth below, abandonment of the application was 
unintentional . As set forth below, the abandonment was based on a failure to reply to an office 
action which was not received by the applicants or their counsel within the statutory period to 
respond to the action. 

The above-captioned application was the subject of a Status Letter mailed to the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office on June 17, 2004. In the Status Letter, it was noted that no 
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communication had been received from the Patent Office since applicants' October 8, 2003 filing 
of a Request for Continued Examination. 

On August 20, 2004, Baker Botts received a telephone call from Examiner Lee, 
responding to the Status Letter, informing applicants' counsel that the application was 
abandoned as a result of a failure to respond to an Office Action purported to have been mailed 
from the United States Patent and Trademark Office in January 2004. 

The undersigned has conducted an internal investigation and has determined that our 
Docketing Department has no record of ever receiving an Office Action for this file from the 
Patent Office on or about January or February 2004.
